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EARLY EDUCATION MASSACHUSETTS TOWN. 
SUPERVISOR GEORGE MARTIN, M., BOSTON. 

The newly-printed records Watertown, Massachusetts, pre- 
pared for the press committee public-spirited citizens, 
throw much new light upon the social life New England 
early colonial days. Recent theories the educational history 
are strongly reénforced. 

The readers are, doubtless, familiar with the two 
famous laws concerning education, one passed 1642 and the 
other 1647. The first made the duty the selectmen see 
that all the children and apprentices were taught reading, the 
principles religion and knowledge the capital laws. The 
second required every town maintain either elementary 
school Latin) grammar school. the object this 
article show how the second law was executed one town 
which may taken type many others. 

The earliest records are lost, but 1649, after making 
liberal grant for the support the ministry, the town voted 
build school-house. This vote was peculiar, usually the 
schoolmaster was employed first, sometimes long before any pro- 
vision was made for building. The town having voted the 
money, the men,” the executive officers, record the following 
vote: “John Sherman appointed procuere the Schoole house 
and have built foot long: and foot wide and 
foot between 

Having arranged for school-house, the selectmen, month 
later, that John Sherman Shall wright letter: the 
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Townes name: unto David Mechell Stamfourth Certify 
the Townes desier him: Come and Keepe Schoole 
the towne.”’ 

There evidence that Mechell came, but the next year 
teacher was found and installed and annually elected for twenty- 
five years. 

The following vote was recorded 1650: was voted and 
agreed upon that Mr. Rich was Chosen Schoole master, 
for the teaching Chilldren Reed write Soe much 
Lattin, according Order the Court, allso any the 
towne have any maidens, have desire learne write 
the Richard should attend them for the Learning off them 
allso teach such desire Cast acompt, and the 
towne did promise allowe the Richard for his imployment 
thirty pounds for this yeare.” 

Several features this vote are significant. The master 
chosen the town: the town also determines what shall 
taught and whom. both elementary 
Reading and writing are taught all. Some may want 
arithmetic they shall have it. Some may want Latin, much 
the Court had ordered. The Court had ordered enough fit 
boys for the university. Mr. Norcross must supply. 
Some girls may want learn write. They shall taught, 
but not school. The master shall attend them.” Thus the 
curriculum established; but there provision made for 
raising the master’s salary. This carefully attended the 
next year and the following vote expresses the will the people 
for several 

agreement Betweene the Towne and Mr. Richard norcros 
That Richard Norcros shall attend the Keeping schoole 
Within the Bounds Wattertowne where the Towne shall 
appoynt, That use his best Indeavor instruct all such psons 
shall sent unto him Inglish writeing Latten according 
the Capassity the psons and that the Liberty any 
Inhabatant send his sonnes servant for weeke two and 
take them away agayne his plesure, and therfore the sayd 
Norcros Keepe strict accounte the nomber weekes 
that every one Dooth Continue, And that every pson that learneth 
Inglish only shall pay aweeke and such write Lattin 
shall pay and that Norcros give notice the per- 
tickler parents theyr Just Due according this order and 
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any pson shall neglect bring unto his house his full Due 
the the month that then shall bring anote the 
names and the sum theyr debt unto the men who are hearby 
required take some speedy Course him his due. 
This order consented Richard Norcros”’ 

The school now successfully launched. should noticed 
that there compulsory attendance. The town provides 
school master, and school house, which has vote added 
and everybody free send his boys, for such time 
pleases, study what pleases. The system purely 
elective. the benefits received will unequal, the arrange- 
ment made that small weekly sum shall paid those 
who use the school. But the annual salary has been fixed 
thirty pounds and remains the same for twenty-four years 
annual vote some such form this: ‘Ordered that 
Norcrose shall Kepe scole the yeer inshuinge and have for 
his paines 

the payments from the parents fell short thirty pounds, 
the town made the balance from the public treasury. These 
records are peculiarly valuable containing not only the recorded 
votes the town and the selectmen, but also the annual 
financial report, that know just how much the town had 
pay the master’s salary. This varied from year year 
follows: Os. 4d., 19£ 10s. 8d., 17£, 10£ 9s. 3d., 2s., 
showing considerable variation the size the school. 

question early arose the schooling children from out 
town. After considerable discussion was voted that “all 
scolers that their parents live out towne shall pay for scholing 
twenty five shillings for ayear.” paid into the treasury 
and Mr. Norcross allowed gratuity for teaching them. 

1667 vote recorded which especial importance, 
settles some much disputed questions Massachusetts educa- 
tional history: ‘‘agreed with Norcross keepe schoole for the 
yeare insuinge: for 30£: the towne agreed that the schoole 
should Free all the setteled Children that thir 
Freinds live other townes: pay before: their payment 
deducted out the and the remaynder made 

has been the contention many writers, among them one 
well-informed Hon. Henry Barnard, that the word free, 
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used the early inhabitants, did not refer support all, but 
meant “open all.” Thus. Rey. Chas. Hammond, his 
famous article Academies, says: “It has been most unwar- 
rantably assumed that free school was one which the tuition 
was but, this sense, not even the common English 
rudimental schools the first generation were free, for, though 
supported part public appropriations, yet the parents the 
children provided also part the tuition, nearly all the 
schools every grade.” 

But evident that the good people Watertown knew what 
they meant free school that was one which the parents 
paid individual tuition fees. And the vote marks positive 
advance the school history. 

The next year, Mr. Norcross again chosen, and, the vote, 
next year Mr. Norcross was chosen keep free 

1670, quaintly worded vote contains one significant 
phrase, which put italics: ‘Ther have been complaint 
Mr. Norcross that the schooling children like hen- 
dered for want wood keepe fir, and for the preventing 
such enconvenance the schooll being the townes ordered 
the select therefore that the inhabitants that send their chil- 
dren the school shall send for every scholler quarter 
cord wood the fiften day this instant desember 
money wood withall.” 

Next year voted that the parents fail send wood 
shall have Benifite the school free school tell the 
first apprill 

For quarter century the current school affairs has run 
smoothly. Mr. Norcross seems have given general satisfac- 
tion, and the salary seems have been, the whole, promptly 
paid. Indeed, the school occasioned much less friction than the 
church. 

But, 1675, the spell seems have been broken. Whether 
younger generation felt that the master had outlived his use- 
are not told, but find new man taking the helm: 
town agreed with Mr. Goddard ceep the scoole this towne 
fora year and the town alow him for his salary 
pounds and fortnites time 
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The new master seems not have been success, and, the 
next year, the town, for the first time, delegates its power 
choose and contract the selectmen: Left with the selectmen 
agree with scoole master chepe they Some ques- 
tion seems have arisen the tuition business, for, two 
months later, the town votes: they would have the scoole 
cept free scoole These people will take back- 
ward step. 

The selectmen finally choose one their own number, and 
make most interesting contract: with leftenant 
shearmon ceep inglish scoole this year and begin the 9th 
aprill the scoole house and the town alow him twenty 
pounds the town Reat, and the said leftenant dezireth lay 
down his imployment the years end then shall give the 
town quarter years warning and the town dezyreth 
chang ther scoole master thay shall give the like warning; the 
selectmen agree allsoo that the said scoole shall cept from the 
first may the last august; owers the day witt 
begin seven the morning and not break untill five 
night, noone time acsepted and from the last august untill the 
last octobur owers the day soo allsoo the months 
March and Eaprill and the winter months begin tenn 
the clock the morning and continue untill oclock the 
afternoon.” 

notice here the reduced salary, the notice change, the 
specification hours, the one session the winter, and the omis- 
salary may due the fact that the master was also selectman 
and assessor, and was drawing some salary from the town for the 
latter service. 

There evidently trouble the school war seems 
on. The old board selectmen, which chose one its own 
number master, voted down and new board chosen. Mr. 
Goddard appears have kept teaching, for, 1678, the new 
selectmen notify both Shearmon and Goddard that their services 
will not wanted the expiration the three months. Hav- 
ing done this, they proceed reinstate the old master: 
selectmen agreed with Mr. Richard Norcross ceep the scoole 
the scoole house for the year folowing and begin the 9th 
1679 and teach both Lattin inglish Scollurs many 
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shall sent unto him from the inhabitants once weck 
teach them thear catticise only the months May June July 
and August teach only lattin scollurs and writturs and 
them his own house thear afford them all needfull help 

meak thear anuall choyse for time cum.” 

Master Norcross open school the ninth April. 
the eighth Willingten Robart Heving- 
ton with the consent the selectmen demanded the cee the 
scoolehouse leftenant shéarmon, but refused deliver it.” 

Here pretty state affairs! The schoolmaster defies the 
selectmen. There apparently deadlock during the summer, 
but, the annual town meeting, October, the old board 
selectmen 1676, with Shearmon among them, re-elected. 
They immediately call truce: was agreed upon that there 
should publike notise given for call the Towne together 
next munday that Towne may com som Loveing agree- 
ment and conclution aboute schooll 

The town declares favor the new regime: gener- 
all town meeting ye: 1679 the towne voate 
declared that Leiutenant Sherman still keepe the schooll 
have formerly.” Mr. Norcross disappears, and the first 
volume records ends. 

cannot too thankful the people and the committee 
Watertown for putting before these quaintly worded and badly 
spelled ancient records. They let into the heart things, and 
show how sound and wise and persistent were those early peo- 
ple. They show us, too, how substantial foundation our 
modern school system rests. 

These records are equally full and equally interesting their 
pictures the efforts execute the law 1642, providing for 
home instruction, but they are too copious for this article.

speaks well for the teacher that there scarcely any litera- 
ture the subject his that little his brain sub- 
stance has been devoted efforts increase his 
ink and platform eloquence have been poured forth with the 
greatest profusion the struggle the laboring man secure 
larger share of, and the capitalist hold his multiplied 
dollars. the other hand, the faithful teacher has performed 
more than his alloted task, and has humbly accepted the crumbs 
left the public table after all the other great and noble and 
hungry servants the people have fed therefrom. 

course, any salaried officer would easily consider great 
public benefit have his pay increased. But believe not 
only that teachers are underpaid, but that our calling, with its 
far-reaching influence over the destiny the nation, would 
greatly enhanced more commensurate remuneration. 
tainly one all familiar with the culture, the broad sympa- 
thies, the professional zeal and the artistic work the good 
teacher, and with the daily demands the school-room upon 
bodily and mental vigor, would refuse liberal his rewards 
for such service. But, unfortunately, all are not full sympa- 
thy with the teacher, nor the appreciation education and the 
desire for the best means securing it, highly developed all 
communities they should be. probable, too, that, 
teachers, have not duly considered why general appreciation 
our services has grown slowly, nor have always used the 
best means obtain it.

social effects liberal salaries for teachers. 


Source. economists tell that the product 
industry divided among landlords, laborers and capitalists. 
Landlords include all those receiving rentals incomes from 
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land natural agents the laboring class, all those who work for 
hire; and the capitalists, those who have accumulated for the 
purposes production, money and material, knowledge, skill, 
executive ability and invention, when these are accepted the 
equivalent money and stock. The product divided the 
basis competition, which self-regulative, and custom, which 
regulated social changes and conditions. one would 
accuse the teacher being land owner; laborer, the 
sense working for salary and capitalist the extent 
which possesses knowledge beyond that required the aver- 
age laborer other occupations, added his professional train- 
ing and outfit, and his skill applying, adapting and extending 
them. does not deal with material products 
other laborers and capitalists, can lay direct claim his 
share the product industry, but must receive allowed 
society its public servants. These public servants may 
roughly classified (a) those whose pay regulated largely 
custom without regard competition condition society 
(b) those whose salaries are conditioned largely public sen- 
this class belongs the teacher, and can secure 
large permanent increase salary unless the social status 
the community accords it. Influence favoritism may effect 
increases, but there the community extended feeling 
disproportionate pay, matter how base its source, will cause 
the gain but temporary, least very unsatisfactory. 
The conscientious teacher would not content have the pub- 
rise, Henry George like, accuse him receiving

some twenty-five superintendents schools large cities 
many different states 

What are the salaries principals and assistants your 
higher schools 

What are the salaries principals and assistants your 
elementary schools? 

About what house rent board your teachers have 
pay?

The replies seem indicate that 

The salaries paid teachers the different cities vary 
greatly and without any relation the comparative cost liv- 
ing the earnings other employees. 

While few cases they are almost par with the 
average earnings efficient employees other occupations, 
most they are from less one-half and even only one-third 
great.* 

There little difference between the salaries paid novices 
and those experienced teachers, and what difference there 
based years service and not actual increase ability 
teach. Efficiency other occupations gets the recognition 
large increase pay, while city heard from seems take 
ability teaching into account except, possibly, the minimum 
success necessary hold position. 

great inequality existing between salaries the 
higher and the elementary schools.

ing the value proper primary training. And yet salaries 
are arranged draw teachers ability away from the little 
folks who are most the mercy indifferent teaching, and who 
yield the richest returns good work. Quintilian urged the 
choosing teachers eminence from the first, teacher 
eminent ability the best teach little things well great 
things.” 

With fixed basis for determining them, salaries teachers 
seem vary according the general appreciation education 
and educational means, and the degree that general culture 
prevails desired the different communities. course, 
these are values difficult estimation. But the importance 
attached people its public schools, factor well 
being, easily read from the pay-roll its teachers. pay 

liberally for article only when consider its possession 
matter supreme importance us. Where find the amount 
and character school appliances matter general indiffer- 
ence, and where parents are satisfied their children are simply 
school without showing any definite interest the character 
their schooling, may sure that other interests than the 
development the highest possibilities the rising generation 
are the dominant ones. Proper educational means such places 
will exist, all, only sporadically, and defiance its school 
system rather than its encouragement. And teachers’ salaries 
there, will noticeably poorer than the same faithfulness, energy 
and ability will yield other callings. 

The importance patrons attach professional preparation, and 
the extent and character the supply from which they are will- 
ing draw their teachers, have far reaching influence 
teachers’ salaries. long careful special preparation for 
teaching and honest intention follow life- 
work are not essential securing position, the supply teach- 
ers will limited only the number those all occupations 
who may regard themselves qualified keep school, who 
may regarded their zealous friends. The good teacher 
will thus obliged compete with all who can get school, 
and his salary very naturally conform closely that the aver- 
age the occupations from which the supply may drawn. 

Not that patrons are not entitled the economical use their 
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money, but rather that the distinction between the work the 
professional teacher and that the untrained poorly prepared 
one should apparent that there may school small 
enough district poor enough for the latter. those seeking 
honorable and remunerative position for our calling, can 
only afford set and maintain high standard work 
through our ability and faithfulness, establishing for ourselves 
and for our profession appreciation akin that secured 
the great teachers the past. 

There are natural economical forces that tend regulate pay 
other occupations. Most economists claim that the laborer 
entitled what produces, and that, under normal conditions, 
gets it. This sum should sufficient support 
petuate his class manner most conducive the general 
social welfare. will, therefore, pertinent inquire 
the needs the teacher, order enable him properly 
fill his calling and best perpetuate his work. 

First will his needs for subsistence. And 
laborer high type, who expected power for good 
the lives children all classes, these needs should met 
liberally enough enable him move even the best circles 
society (using the term its highest sense otherwise much 
his influence may lost upon those whose social respect 
cannot command. 

His professional needs. These should freely provided 
for, calling needs more men abreast the times, familiar 
with the latest and best literature, lecture, appliance and art. 

too, should have money for 
broadens culture and gives definiteness knowledge. Noted 
scenery, manners and customs, the wonderfully varied animal 
and plant life the world, possess new meaning when described 
one who has seen them their natural environment. 
‘amous buildings, works art and places historical interest 
have added charm when pictured the teacher who has seen 
them with his own eyes. Surely, all persons, the teacher 
should have the means see the world, and bring home 
many pupil who will never get any other opportunity see- 
ing it. 

The teacher needs freed from thoughts ways and 
means from the care for the morrow 
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which often fully saps the vitality to-day and does not leave 
the highest and best our lives for our pupils. would 
interesting, were not sad, trace our large cities the 
hundreds worn-out who, having conscientiously given 
the best brain and heart the common welfare have, very 
literal sense, been out wonder that time 
and again the benevolent have been moved thoughts pen- 
sioning us, thus taking away our independence and making more 
apparent our dependence. are neither cripples nor beggars 
ask for favors, but simply claim pay that shall accord with 
the intellectual and moral quality our work. Pay, the 
business world, rated according the skill and intelligence 
demanded the Work requiring high order 
intellect exceptional skill may even command monopoly 
price, evidenced the fees noted lawyers and physicians. 
does the moral quality the work affect its remuner- 
ation. premium set upon integrity business men, par- 
ticularly when coupled with good executive ability. There 
demand for men men who can plan, originate, control, think 
for who are not mere machines, dependent 
for their force and guidance upon something from without. Are 
not these the qualities the successful teacher? need only 
turn the pages history and trace the intelligence, tact, 
executive ability and faithful use opportunities that have 
stepped out the school-room into worldly position and well- 
deserved fame, feel proud the evidence these qualities 
within our ranks. The pity that such men have not been 
retained the school-room help make teachers what they 
should be, the recognized leaders thought and development. 
love the work cannot afford accept the 
said well-known man reference opening for broad use- 
fulness education. The community paid him well for his help 
the accumulation sordid gain, but had little offer him for 
the training the immortal minds their children. The cul- 
tured, progressive, conscientious teacher, full sympathy with 
child life and competent mold and develop its infinite possi- 
bilities (and there are many such worthy place 
and appreciation with the highest the land. There now, 
however, adequate financial return for such service and 
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special inducement offered for its attainment except mere contin- 
uation service, and not even that where favoritism extensively 
prevails. 


importance the teacher the school-keeper already overpaid 
the extent his salary exceeds that persons like earnestness 
and ability other walks life who could teach well 
does. 

The first thing necessary accomplished raise and 
maintain high professional standard. The deepest all sci- 
ences, for deals with the mind the most important all 
ings, has with the futures children the most sacred 
trusts, because its influence human teaching 
should the most exclusive the professions; quackery 
teaching should not tolerated. Investigation our own and 
formative stage, true, but what science not? should 
incumbent upon each help perfect the work. not 
our credit here this great typical American city that little 
known elsewhere our work. our names are not seen 
the literature our profession are making contributions 
the general store educational knowledge, must not com- 
plain others steal our crown. German educators, almost 
unit, feel that they are unworthy they not contribute some- 
thing their professional investigations; let the same spirit 
actuate leave our profession the richer for our having been 
its name. can, least, Mr. Bain suggests, 
and amend the maxims ordinary experi- 
ence bringing them under the best ascertained laws 
Until the world sees our shelves and our current literature full 
the results thoughtful investigation, and thoroughly scientific 


method the foundation our work, cannot secure the stand- 


ing for our calling that deserves, nor can any important 
sense have the command our wages. 

Nor will this high standing attained without shoulder 
shoulder work all interested great brotherhood with 


common sympathy and common aim—a schoolmen’s league, 
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you please, circulate literature, secure legislation and, above 
all, stand out against the curse political domination 
school affairs. would case house divided against 
itself for wrangle over questions secondary importance 
long our profession and its general remuneration both need 
raising higher plane. enlightened public will settle all 
such questions whether female teachers should receive the 
same salaries males, any rate they are the business 
world: (a) According the amount and character the work 
the peculiar fitness for special work; and the 
operation the law supply and demand, and without regard 
sex. And every fair-minded person would desire such ques- 
tions settled other basis. 

Systematic effort should made through the press, the 
platform, the pulpit and through the school and social inter- 
course educate the public this question. People need 
appreciate more fully the importance child-training they need 
see clearly the value culture and proper preparation the 
teacher they need learn the inestimable value the good 
teacher skillful mental physician and trainer, the adept 
the building character. loco parentis should mean much 
more the parent than mere summary the teacher’s legal 
authority. Higher moral and intellectual powers, greater strength 
character, and position social reverence exceeding his own 
should sought for the parent the one whom entrusts 
the supplementing and complementing the work the home. 
The value such teachers community beyond price, and 
intelligent parents who regard thorough education the high- 
est good for children are disposed liberal pay for their 
services. They realize with Seneca, “What the teacher who 
instructs the sciences imparts noble effort and intel- 
lectual culture worth more than receives for, not the matter, 
but the trouble not the desert, but only the labor, paid for.” 

thought worthy honor and imitation order properly 
influence pupils. The haughty word stare with which the 
teacher sometimes greeted parent the Pharisee type does 
much destroy the sympathy between pupil and teacher which 
makes possible the moulding the young life. Society generally 
classifies people according their salary wealth their birth 
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their power, however obtained —their intellectual 
their moral and values these things the 
order which they have been named. course, the order 
appreciation should reversed, but, far the the teacher 
concerned, social insults arising from his lack pay should 
least unwarranted. Society probably pays dearly for restrict- 
ing the teacher’s means development and for weakening his 
social influence not granting him financial ease. 

very evident that there great change going our 
home-life. The all-absorbing interest business, the ever-watch- 
ful eye that must kept upon political measures and movements, 
the imperative and never-ceasing demands society, and the 
ever-broadening field for religious work, are making demands 
upon parents which, heeded, leave little time for the proper 
oversight and interest their children’s education. From this 
absorption other interests naturally arises tendency shift 
responsibility and delegate more and more the school and 
yet without commensurate growth appreciation the needs 
and importance the school. the school perform not 
only its own work but also that the home, follows that 
must all respects least well equipped for its work 
the home, social deterioration bound follow. true 
that the school becoming largely the fountain our intel- 
lectual and moral life, gravest importance that the life 
the school, the teacher, the best Nature’s noble men and 
noble women, the best equipped for work and the best appreci- 
ated all who have with the happiness and prosperity 
the nation.

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THE NATURE AND PURPOSE NATURE STUDY.

the March number well-known writer pre- 
sented article entitled Nature which the views 
expressed were apparently far from the true conception the 
nature and purpose nature study that other views seem 
for, order that members school committees and teach- 
ers who have read his article may not prejudiced against 
nature study. 

The gist his views was expressed follows: What edu- 
call ‘nature studies’ receive more than their share 
attention. They seem have been taken up, the first place, 
because certain great men and women,— poets, authors and 
scholars the inspiration for their life-work from their 
environment. They were born and reared where grand scenery 
awakened admiration and wonder, enthusing them with higher 
and nobler thoughts and aspirations than otherwise would have 
been possible. Because this was true few geniuses, is, 
unfortunately, concluded that all young people may become 
similarly inspired the study nature. consequence, time 
that indispensable for the fundamental branches, without 
which neither boy nor girl can fitted for the practical duties 

other places the article plainly implied that nature 
studies, studied our public schools, mean grand scenery 
and “sublime these terms being used. This infer- 
ence drawn from well unknown facts and conditions, and, 
therefore, needs filtering. may logic, but not the 
truth. The conclusion may follow from the premises, but the 
premises are wrong. appears me, the subject nature 
studies has been completely misrepresented, though not inten- 
tionally. 


and “sublime scenes” furnish material for 
the work painters and poets, but they have more with 
the nature studies the common schools to-day than Daniel 


Webster and Wendell Phillips had with teaching infants 
talk. 
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have good deal literature nature studies, collected 
during many years. presents opinions the subject from 


Comenius and other educational reformers down the time 


the report the Committee and among all the authors 
that literature have not read one who gave such mean- 
ing nature studies the writer referred has given. 

Nature study deals with the simplest, nearest, commonest 
things imaginable,— air, water, snow, ice, frost, and their work 
rocks, composition soils, the use metals and other minerals 
human industries; common wild plants and flowers, garden 
vegetables, and trees, their habitats and conditions growth 
insects, birds and domestic animals, and the relation all these 
each other and simple and reasonable manner. 

They are not foreign things, but make the environment 
children. They furnish the great bulk fundamental ideas, and 
ignorant them void common sense. From the 
three kingdoms nature, which they are included and which 
they clearly explain, come all our material wealth,— food, cloth- 
ing shelter. This may considered fair statement the 
nature nature study. Surely knowledge such things 
practical and necessary. 

Nevertheless, the article referred to, the objection study 
these things runs thus: “Far, far better furnish their 
minds thoroughly with that common-place knowledge for which 
they will find daily use the farm, the shop and every 
other pursuit for livelihood.” 

what does refer? Vegetables compound 
Analysis soils analysis sentences? The conditions 
plant growth the rule three? Interesting, objective work 
dull, abstract grind? must refer the three R’s and the 
education,” and all that known included those 
expressions matter history. 

How the three R’s have been lifted from their ancient, narrow 
and uninspiring field usefulness nature studies and the 
education matter history that has been veri- 
fied our time; that has been the result numerous individual, 
personal experiences with thousands and tens thousands chil- 
dren that has made the three R’s not only infinitely more use- 
ful, but infinitely more enjoyable. 
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particularize. schools where nature studies now have 
their proper place, the pupils write ten times much and ten 
times well they did twenty-five years ago, which period 
time does not limit experience with thousands children 
the school room. They can now use language with readiness 
that was not dreamed when went school, forty years ago. 
Then was not considered essential even possible write 
readily about every-day life every day, and describe, variety 
ways, well known objects. Children then could not talk, describe 
writing, illustrate drawing the commonest objects. far 
their real knowledge natural objects and natural phenomena 
was concerned, they might well have had schooling what- 
ever. they did know anything taught school they could 
not express except the words the book. They could not 
express graphically individual ideas, they had any. ask 
beet, even book, would have been considered sublime 
imposition unreasonableness. They could not use the lan- 
guage which they went through the form studying until they 
became adults, but supposed they were using finely their 
fearfully and wonderfully made compositions the Christian 
virtues, and their declamations the speeches 
Demosthenes, Cicero, Burke and Pitt. 

Nature studies have had remarkable influence the reading 
matter published for children. The reading matter now treats 
children’s pets and games, flowers, birds, 
butlerflies, little people other lands and everything which 
they are can interested consequently they read ten times 
much, and with ten times the pleasure, under the old edu- 
cation. Supplementary readers botany, natural history and 
nature general have increased enormously within decade. 
Although these readers, giving, they do, nothing but second- 
hand information, can never much service real science 
work true nature study, which nothing comes between 
the student and the actual objects which studies, they have 
done good deal for reading. Children are delighted with them 
and read them much. 

Nature study, which requires the constant use the pencil 
sketching characteristic parts, has emancipated children from 
dry, formal drawing and developed them pleasure and 
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power delineating form that would have been utterly incredi- 
ble time the old education, when drawing was thor- 
oughly ignored. all schooling, drawing was never referred 
any way. Mr. William Mason, director drawing 
Philadelphia, says: object drawing, followed out the 
higher grades with more thorough drawing all the forms 
nature studied the schools, the child stimulated observe, 
after critical, scientific method, marking down with his pencil 
the simple discoveries which makes. Any exercise which 
improves the discriminating power the eye and requires, and 
hence cultivates, the skill the hand, cannot other than 
gain the manual 

arithmetic, the objective employment real 
objects counting all the fundamental processes and frac- 
tions, measuring with actual measures, and the ingenious use 
diagrams has taken away the drudgery arithmetical work 
large extent, and the new must take the credit 
this improvement, nature studies not come for share. 
Massachusetts, Cook County and elsewhere, 
nature study correlated with arithmetic. 

From what has been said, appears that natural phenomena 
and natural objects furnish the best kind material for develop- 
ing children varied and written language, 
drawing and coloring. The availability, multitude and variety 
form, color and use natural objects, and the variety and 
practical bearing natural phenomena, furnish abundant and 
interesting material for developing power the use language, 
the pencil and the brush, and the ability see the relations 
cause and effect. Herein suggested the purpose the study. 

Nature study, which best illustrates the spirit the new edu- 
cation, creates bond sympathy between teachers 
The teacher becomes less setter tasks and more co-worker 
with the children. 

Knowledge applied immediately and constantly, making 
close observations, careful inferences and correct records and the 
continual correlation these processes certainly results correct 
reasoning and accurate knowledge. Only when children work 
with real objects and real events they realize the full signifi- 
cance the various forms expression,— speaking, writing, 
drawing, coloring and making. Stanley Hall says: 
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but dry youthful minds hate everything formal divorced from 
what material, done many educational ways, but 
works wonders with it, duly subordinated.” Herein 
find another purpose nature study.

The introduction such officer pro- 
posed, with virtual control the business affairs school 
system, would increase, rather than diminish, the danger 
political influence.

time, assert his prerogative and negative any interference with his 
own will.

Each man 
represent society, and the.men and women around him, they 
appear him individually, and pay manner regard 
attention any one else, whatever time 
nality the thing for aim at; form matters little noth- 
ing. Culture aristocratic and, therefore, Mr. Garland, 
hateful thing wisdom said essentially democratic. 

Mr. Garland advises the coming American novelists and dra- 
matists give all the old stagey characters,— the conventional 
hero and heroine and the stereotyped villian—and 
around the streets their native towns for types. They are 
be, above all things, local, and fidelity local surroundings 
their end and aim. provincialism the 
watchword, and the ultimate test high art. Every 
town the country have its own writers plays and 
stories, and these are depict the life with which they are 
familiar,— the fortunes the local lawyer, doctor, farmer, brake- 
man and wood-splitter. The coming novel built 
pre-arranged lines, but build itself up; begin when 


and where its author pleases, and stop short when tires 

Mr. Garland’s saving doctrine literature what terms 
this seems mean what most call 
realism but, perhaps, avoids the use the terms 
and “realism,” from idea that they are dyslogistic words, and 
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have bad reputation. Perhaps his reason may 
good one, but, apart from this, seems distinetly and 
above all urges that the characters portrayed 
the writer must ordinary, every-day people, using common, 
ordinary language, acting from every-day motives 
every-day lives. Anything that rises above the common-place 
offense Mr. Garland; has passionate admiration for 
the average man and woman, whose sayings and doings interest 
him more than all else. Whatever elegance, refinement 
delicacy surpasses the common-place is, him, repulsive; dubs 
aristocratic, and there’s end Sophocles, Aeschylus 
and Aristophanes are dead and gone, and Shakespeare mori- 
bund. disclaims all masters, models and 
thing old means that worn out, effete and worthless for 
any good purpose. 

for painting. sheep look blue the 
painter’s eye, they must painted blue haystack looks vio- 
let, paint violet. The essential thing, the only thing that 
matters all your own impression. This you must true 
to, whatever else you may false to. 

Now may say all this, that is, any rate, interesting, 
the tones real conviction always are. Doubtless, too, there 
some truth it. world has followed its masters too 
blindly, and there has been, and is, great amount unthink- 
ing, empty adulation high literary and artistic reputation. 
one reads despite some looseness style 
and some objectionable words, one feels the satisfaction know- 
ing what Mr. Garland really thinks. Yet, precisely because 
enthusiast and rebel, his spirit revolt blinds him 
much that may fairly considered the other side. While 
willing with him for some distance, are not ready 
follow him the end. think, himself says Ibsen, 
that the swing the pendulum has carried him too far the 
opposite direction. 

Mr. Garland much taken with prophesying about the 
future proverbially dangerous talking with 
admiration the present, that entirely forgets the modern 
doctrine heredity. Nowadays, more than any other period 
the world, believe that to-day are but the heirs 
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the past; that are what are because our fathers were what 
they were. cannot, would, cut loose from our 
nearly all that think and the result it. Mr. Garland 
himself but the product his antecedents and surroundings 
had these been different, would his thoughts and views. 
feel read “Crumbling Idols” that, plausible most 
sounds, and truthful much is, yet contains several falla- 
cies and some false reasonings. 

Let illustrate our meaning extreme case. Suppose 
person, with high sense form and considerable 
skill drawing, should paint. According Mr. Garland’s 
views, his paintings, true his impressions, would valua- 
ble those the man with normal eyesight. Red grass and 
green cows, the painter sees them so, are true his impression, 
and there more said. are entitled ask the 
artist more than that shall paint what sees that 
not see does our misfortune not his fault. 

The doctrine that each town artistic centre for itself, 
and the final judge its own artistic output, brings 
logically the conclusion that each individual his own 
literary critic; satisfies himself and comes his own 
standard, that all need care about. Now, there are some 
who cannot bring ourselves think this; are, doubt, 
slaves and bondsmen, but is. are disposed think, 
that while, for his own spiritual justification and 
this self-approval may enough, yet will not when man 
producing work for the public. who will submit the 
but one may expect, ultimately, have audience 
but one. think that each man’s individual views which, 
until shown otherwise, may mere crotchets, the result 
some brain-lesion must judged, not reference his indi- 
viduality, but the consensus trained judgment. Our belief 
that, prima facie, the opinion the average person is, any 
given matter, almost worthless; what want educated 
opinion. one can see that, when matter fact 
question, the only person whom refer the man who 
knows disregard all the rest. when matter opinion 
under discussion, should go, not the average man 
woman, but the person who, special training and attention 
matters that sort, likely form judgment some 
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value. not ask horse doctor’s opinion book, 
auctioneer’s views art. Mr. Garland does not see that the 
the average man life, though valuable and impor- 
tant himself, and possibly very small circle around him, 
little importance his town, less his State, less 
again his country, and none the world, except far 
typical the views held millions like him. 

Then what, may asked, the average writer do? His 
office, think, serve intermediary between the 
great masters and the mass the world. would best 
people would study the great masters for themselves, but, the 
majority men and women have neither time, inclination nor 
ability this, men intelligence, who stand, were, 
between the average man and the great teachers, serve inter- 
preters. Thus the views and doctrines the masters filter down 
the masses, and the whole lump slowly leavened. 

Mr. Garland very fond antithesis, and seems think 
valuable method reaching truth. Having said that culture 
aristocratic, infers that wisdom Now anti- 
thesis, though attractive and even seductive, generally untrue. 
Even granting that culture aristocratic, means follows 
that wisdom democratic, the sense that the average man 
more likely wise than the man culture. The fact, 
course, is, that while culture does not necessarily imply wisdom, 
yet more wise men are found among the ranks the cul- 
tured than the uncultured. man little learning may 
possess natural shrewdness, which, long and patient train- 
ing, may develop into wisdom the ordinary affairs life, but 
does not mean that his art philosophy are 
any value. 

The result the extension Mr. Garland’s views literature 
and painting would that every little town would have its own 
novelist and playwright, and would hug itself the belief that 
there were others anywhere equal them merit. The 
more unintelligible they were outsiders, the more dear they 
would their own people, until, last, the absolute impossi- 
bility their being appreciated the outside world would 
the conclusive test merit. While every great writer influ- 
enced and animated the spirit his time, really great 
only far rises above it, and deals with the 
blems life and the human mind that are common all ages 
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and countries. Shakespeare has lived till now, and will live 
long the English language spoken, not because portrayed 
with minute fidelity the cobblers, nobles, kings and queens 
his own day, but because dealt with the fundamental anxie- 
ties, passions and sufferings human beings. The more truly 
great writer is, the less local and the more nearly universal 
is. While quite believe, with Mr. Garland, that every man 
who ambitious write should treat what knows and 
loves, and not what does not know and cannot appreciate, 
yet must strenuously assert that one the marks great 
literature its comparative freedom from local Certainly 
the prime condition vitality the very absence localism, 
the very freedom from provincialism. deprecate, strongly 
Mr. Garland can do, the practice school teachers country 
towns writing epic poems blank-verse tragedies, modeled upon

that they have been dethroned because Mr. Garland says so.” 
cannot help thinking that, long after Mr. Garland’s name 
can hardly discovered careful reference dictionary 
authors, wise men and men culture (if Mr. Garland will par- 
don this conjuction will reading with pleasure the 
dialogues Plato, gaining knowledge the human heart from 
Shakespeare, and learning sweet reasonableness from the pages 
Aristotle. Real life gives quite enough the average man 
and his views and want sometimes escape from 
him and his snapshot judgments. give the privilege 
listening the best thoughts the best men; why, when 
have spend our days struggling and wrestling with the 
average man, bearing with him with such patience may, 
should condemned novels, witness his plays 
our hours leisure? one need fear that life will not 
common-place enough, believe that there any danger our 
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not knowing what the average man thinks about the world 
around him. What fear Mr. Garland’s advice 
followed, should fall, bound hand and foot beneath his heel, 
and have all nobler, purer, higher thoughts crushed out us. 
Nor the really original writers and painters need 
encouraged their originality. The tendency all high ability, 
and especially that which called genius, towards inde- 
pendence and non-conformity earlier standards. must 
not, however, think that mere non-conformity estab- 
lished opinion any clear proof surpassing ability. What 
rather want is, teach people modesty and distrust their 
own powers; seldom that veneration for master does any 
harm young writer but ignorance the common 
rules language, drawing and composition frequently do. All 
the works that have survived the ruin centuries have been 
written singularly pure style; they have not been labored 
imitations previous writers, but the simple spontaneous pro- 
ductions men supreme ability, who yet knew nearly all that 
had preceded them. average man holds the average 
opinions, and possesses the average amount knowledge; the 
view takes life likely that thousands, millions 
others; let one, therefore, speak for all; let spared the 
the view the man who rises above his surroundings; will 
give the average man’s ideas well, for, most respects, 
average man himself, but will give something more. 
just familiar with the local dialect, and the local point 
view, the man who has never moved outside his own vil- 
lage, but knows, also, language that the stay-at-home villa- 
ger does not know. And virtue this additional knowl- 
edge that his work will live, lives all. Ifa work depends 
for its interest upon the dialect spoken small locality, the 
number possible readers once reduced many millions, 
for few readers will struggle long with the trials and difficulties 
unfamiliar dialect. reach wide circle readers, 
writer, while not disdaining the familiar and obvious, must not 
express himself language not understanded the people.” 
The very qualities which make him more interesting his own 
little will render his work unreadable the mass peo- 
ple speaking his own tongue. 
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The study previous and contemporaneous masters will 
convince many would-be writers that there need for them 
write all; all that they have say has been already said, 
and said much better than they can hope say it. The intel- 
lectual problems, which are new them and their village, and 
with which they are wrestling for the first time, have been 
fought out, are being fought out, combatants 
equipped for the struggle. There mistake more commonly 
committed, men little culture, than that supposing that 
what new them new the world they are continually 
re-discovering things known long ago, and imagining themselves 
intellectual pioneers, and men singular originality. Thus 
political ideas familiar Plato, ethical ideas thoroughly 
thrashed out Aristotle, spring ever-fresh and ever-new, and 
hard persuade the man upon whom they have just come 
revelation, that they are positively hoary antiquity. 

Mr. Garland lays much stress upon the proposition that the 
present and the future are not the past. True, but the past 
affords the only means have understanding the present 
and forecasting the future.. not only reason for 
believing that the future will unlike the past, but rather every 
reason for believing the contrary. were not so, 
the future entirely unlike the past, must wait see 
what form this unlikeness will take. Prophesying after the event 
the only sure kind prophesying. And the past undoubtedly 
tells that, while works abounding local color, and depend- 
ing their appreciation upon minute local knowledge, may 
have vogue, and bring much profit their authors, they lack 
the chief element immortality universality. Frequently, 
too, they lack beautiful form, without which literary work, 
however may have won contemporaneous has long 
survived the age that produced it. not the mere grandeur 
and depth the thoughts that rescue book from oblivion, but 
also the beauty the language which they are expressed. 
Literature expression, and, unless the expression highly 
artistic and calculated give pleasure the reader, the book 
may full useful information and quite true, both fact and 
the writer’s impressions, but will not rise above the place 
describes, however, minutely and accurately, passing and unim- 
portant phase life, will have hard struggle exist when 
the circumstances that gave birth have been forgotten. Then 
nothing but supreme felicity expression can preserve it.

This found the normal 
schools decreed the convention 1794 and actually opened 
Paris, January 1795.

This equiva- 
lent the total number for the four years, four terms each, which 
make the full course study the faculty medicine. 
must, however, pass all the examinations, pay the fee 
and submit thesis required. would possible thus 
for the four years’ study reduced few months, the candi- 
date had the necessary qualifications.

Hours fitting room School 193 with five small kitchen 
ranges (such the people themselves five small tables and 
five sets open shelves stocked with the simplest utensils. Here 
lessons are given four times week classes twenty girls twelve, 
thirteen and fourteen years age, the scholars taking two hours’ less 
needle-work the week. The lesson lasts from three four hours, 
including pause for relaxation, and the time involved the setting 
tables and washing up. The girls are attached their tables 
groups four, and are marshalled the teacher with admirable 
dexterity. All that goes the pot worked out sample 
glass vessels the teacher’s raised table, and the children are given 
every opportunity proving for themselves the worth many 
good wife’s dictum. chemistry, physics and economy 
have here natural place. Bad materials and good are alike handled, 
and not considered waste time send the more advanced 
scholars round the corner market for the rest. Only can they 
become acquainted with the resources their own neighborhood and 
gain familiarity with weights and prices. Sometimes the teacher will 
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herself bring basket produce for the lesson, and her table 
for the time being, into market stall, which the children come 
buy, every child keeping her own account-book 
Two children together cook for one typical family father, mother 
and one child, or, roughly speaking, for five children. When the les- 
son over, the tables are laid with white oil-cloth, spoons and 
enamel bowls, and the food served the poorer children the 
school one penny per portion, boys and girls feeding alternate 
days. was assured that there has been little difficulty about 
the charge; the parents are out work all day, and are glad have 
the children provided for. When, through acute distress, appears 
that the penny not forthcoming, the matter looked into and 
settled its own merits, some charitable person generally supplying 
the fee, which is, all cases, paid, that the children stand the 
same footing equality, with regard each other. the official 
report, the cost food material averaged three marks day for 
forty fifty children. Houseroom, coal, water, gas, heating are sup- 
plied the municipal school bos with special grant $125 per 
the education department gives $100 towards the teacher’s 
salary, and the rest the responsibility borne the society above 
mentioned for the Vigilance Children out School Hours.” 


English Elementary School Teachers. 


The 26th annual meeting the National Union Elementary
